This appropriation is made with the express stipulation on the

part of the city that said Retail Merchants' Association will in accept-

ing thia sum, agree to settle all outstanding claims of every character

and description against the City of Austin by reason of the joint owner*

ahip on the port of the said Retail Merchants* Aoeociation and certain

pereons whom it may represent, with the City of Austin in the tabernacle

building in this city.
